“This was undoubtedly’ the 
greatest single revival the South 
East Coast of Florida has ever 
experienced. There was an aver- 
age attendance of approximately 
900, and many nights there were 
1,200 in attendance. This leads 
me to say that the day of tent re- 
vivals is definitely not over.

“I know both how to be abased, and I know how to abound: every where and in all 
things I am instructed both to be full and to be hungry, both to abound and to suffer need. 
I can do all things through Christ which strengtheneth me.”—Phil. 4:12, 13. 


I call your special attention to 
the thirteenth verse: “I can-do 
all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me.” That does 
not mean you can do every- 
thing. There are some things 
God does not want you to do.- You 
cannot get up on this building and 
jump off without hurting your- 
self. If God wanted you to jump 
off this building, you could do it, 
but God does not want you to do 
that. God is not in a thing that 
does not have sense to it, God is 
not in a thing that does not have 
meaning. 


Some Things God Does Not 
Want You to Do 


A man down South not long 
ago was telling me about people 
handling snakes. He said, “Doesn't 
the Bible say that we can pick 
up vipers? Didn’t Paul pick one 
up and shake him off into the 
fire?” 

I said, “Yes. But Paul was not 
hunting snakes. He was hunting 
sticks to make a fire. While 
hunting the sticks to make a fire 
a viper bit him. God did not 
want Paul to die and*®He saved. 
him.” 

All this spectacular stuff, this 
doing of things just to be doing 
them—God is not in it. When 
Jesus was upon the temple He 
could have cast Himself down.

The young converts and the older Christians alike, after 
Pentecost, “continued stedfastly in the apostles’ doctrine and 
fellowship, and in breaking of bread, AND IN PRAYERS,” 
we are told (Acts 2:42). These Christians had certain plans 
that they followed regularly. Their lives had a definite pat- 
tern. The Word of God was first with them. They kept on 
following the apostles’ doctrine. They kept up Christian fel-- 
lowship and love and unity. They regularly broke bread, re- 
membering, in the Lord’s Supper, the death of Christ and 
their salvation by His blood, through faith. And they con- 
tinually maintained their prayer life. 


1. The Importance of the 
Christian’s Prayer Life 

In the Bible God talks to- the 
Christian. In prayer the Christian 
talks to God. And if one really 
obeys the Bible he will be drawn 
more and more to. prayer: about 
everything. Prayer is the great 
resource of the Christian. 


The young convert had as well 
remember at the very start that 
all around him there are.-evils 
which hé cannot control nor. over- 
come alone. Satan who. has lost 
the battle about keeping the soul 
away from God and salvation, still 
sets out to tempt the Christian, 


to cause him doubts and fears and 


troubles and to ruin his happiness 
and ruin his influence. The Chris- 
tian who is to overcome Satan 


and live a victorious, happy life 
must be not far away from God 
at any time and able to go to his 
heavenly Father for strength and 
wisdom. i 


The work that a Christian is 
supposed to do will require 
miracles, For example, to save a 
soul is beyond any human strength 
or wisdom, It takes a miracle of 
God to make a black heart white, 
to make a child of God out of a 
child of the Devil.

picked up and went into it. Then 
World War I came and we did not 
hear anything about nine-tenths 
of them after that. 

If a war stops you from being 
an evangelist, there is something 
wrong with you to start with. . If 
you can be stopped that easily, 
something is wrong! 

Before World War I—I never 
shall forget it—the secretary of 
the Association of Evangelists at 
Winona Lake, Indiana, came to 
me and said, “Now don’t book 
any meetings for next year. Five 
leading cities of America want 
you for campaigns. I told them 
that you would take them.” 


We had just closed a campaign 
at Grand Rapids, Michigan. It 
was a great meeting. We had had 
a marvelous meeting at Dayton, 
Ohio. They were average-sized 
cities. I was a young man in 
those days. I was just thirty- 
three then. I had been out eigh- 
teen years. But I. started when 
I was fifteen years old and at 
that time was still a young man. 

The secretary of the associa- 
tion said, ‘‘Now, listen don’t take 
anything; I’ve promised you.” 

I said, “All right.” 

World War I came and every- 
thing blew up. Do you know 
where my first meeting was? It 
was in a little town of eleven 
hundred people in Alabama. I 
went to that little place and 
preached in a church. (Listen, 
if God can’t trust you to take 
a little thing, you will not be any 
account for the big things. The 
greatest .ability on earth is de- 
pendability!) 

I went from there to Mobile, 
Alabama. (That is a good city.) 
Then I went on and on and on 
through the war—and I’m still 
going. I just took what opened. 

You know we get the big bug in 
our heads some time. Some of us 
get so eager to be big boys. But 
God’s way up is down. ‘He that 
woulg be big, let him be little. He 
that would go up, let him go 
down.’ 

A man from our college years 
ago had. great possibilities . Oh, 
what he could have done! I 
tremble when I look at these 
young men today. That young 
man could have done most any- 
thing, but he had an idea he could. 
That idea got hold of him, he de- 
veloped an egomania, and God 
checked him off. I have seen 
them come and go, come and go! 

But listen! You and I can do 
what God wants us to do! The

job He has for you, you can do! 
In the strength and power of 
Christ I can do anything I ought 
to do. You-can do anything you 
ought to do. If you ought to do 
it; you CAN do it. 

I said that one time at. a high 
school in an Alabama town. A 
young man came up t® me and 
said, “Dr. Bob, I don’t want to 
be disrespectful but I don’t. be- 
lieve that.” 

I said, “What do you mean?” 

He said, “Well, you said a fel- 
low could do anything he ought 


to do. I ought to go to college, 
a 

I said, “If you ought to go, you 
can go.” 


“Well,” he said, “I haven’t any 
money. I just can’t go.” 

I said, “How much money do 
you have?” 

He said, “Well, Pa said he would 
let me have $15 a month, $135 
for the nine months.” 

“T said, “It is five months be- 
fore school opens. You get $15 
more a month and I will take you 
in our«school. I will give you 
some work for the balance of it.” 


He said, “I can’t get that much 
more.” | 

I said, “If you can’t you are 
not any good. You have five 


months to do it. You can do it 
if you want to.” 

When school opened he showed 
up. We were not crowded in 
those days and did not have res- 
ervations. He said, “‘Well, I’m 
here.” 


I said, “Yes, I see you are. How 


did you get here?” 


“Well,” he said, 
$15 a month.” 

I said, ‘‘Yes.” 

“Then,” he said, “I got fifteen 
men in town to loan me a dollar 
a month for nine months.” Say, 
you couldn’t beat that guy! He 
figureq his way. out of a hole 
and whetted his intellect on the 
grindstone of difficulty. There is 
always a way to qo what a person 
ought to do! 

If God wants you to be an 
evangelist, you can be an evan- 
gelist. You may not be a big 
one, but you can be a good one. 
And, incidentally, I would rather 
be a good one thar. a big one, be- 
cause a good one is a big one. You 
can be what God wants you to be! 
If Gog calls you, you can do it. 
There has never been a man in 
the history of the world who 
could not do what God wanted 
him to do. “I can do all things 
through Christ which _ strength- 
eneth. me.” 


One Cannot Do Anything 
Good Without God 

Iam going to suppose this 
morning that all of us know what 
God wants us to do. We are 
taking for grantcd the blessing of 
God upon our ministry. We know 
we cannot do it except in the 
strength of Christ. You cannot 
do anything without the help of 
God. You cannot make a crop 
without the help of God. You 
cannot, walk without the help of 
God. You cannot breathe unless 
God pumps air, into your lungs. 
You cannot get along without 
God. How dependent we are on 
Him! 

Years ago an old farmer down 
in Georgia told me a story. He 
said, 
this country over a hundred years 
ago. In the community where he 
lived there was an olq commun- 
ity atheist or agnostic or skeptic 
or infidel. He would curse God 
just to shock the saints. 

“One day a cloud was coming 
up. He walked out and said, ‘God, 
kill this olq atheist. Show the 
people in this community how You 
kill atheists!’ The people shud- 
dered. He-said, ‘All right, God; 
come on and kill me!’ 


“Pa let me nave 


lightning struck and killed his lit- 
tle girl. He went out and picked 
up his dead girl, and then he be- 
came a raving maniac. He laid 
that girl on.the bed. Neighbors 
began to gather. He shook his 
fist toward Heaven, cursed God 
Almighty and said, ‘God kill me! 
Show them, SHOW THEM!’

pick up an ax. He was going te 
cut some wood to heat water to 
dress the body of the deaq baby.

All 
Gog Almighty needed to do was 
to hide a little insect under an 
ax handle. 


We cannot do anything without 


God! We cannot breathe without 
God. We cannot walk without 
God. If we cannot hear without 
God; if we cannot see without 
God; if we cannot do anything 


without God, we certainly cannot 
let the will of God be done in our 
lives without the help of God. But 
I can with His help do all things 
that ‘are in the circle of the pur- 
pose and will of God for my life. 

I sat down in my room this 
morning and thought over in my 
mind the. things that I have 
found hinder Christian work. 
When you have been out as long 
as I-have been out and mixed 
with as many people as I have 
mixed with, you begin to observe 
a good many things. 

I said to a student of mine not 
long ago, “Son, if I had been 
practicing medicine fifty years, I 
could look at you and say, moe te 
got some serious symptoms,’ 
I would probably be right about 
it. I might miss my diagnosis. 
A man sometimes does even after 
he has been practicing medicine 
fifty years. But if such a man 
said, ‘Here are some symptoms 
which you have that are _  ser- 
ious, he would probably _ be 
right.” So I have made some ob- 
servations along the way. 


We Fail Because We Do Not 
Admit the Failure Is 
Our Own 

Do you know where we Chris- 
tian people fail? The first fail- 
ure we have is that we are just 
not willing to admit that we fail. 
The hardest job we ever have in 
this world is to say that we have 
failed. 


One time years ago I called a 
boy into my office and was going 
to bless him out. As I started in 
on him, he said, “Dr. Bob, wait 
a minute. You don’t have to tell 
me that. I know it. I am sorry. 
I am ashamed. I am _= guilty. 
Don’t fuss at me. Pray for me. 
Give me a chance. You are right; 
give me a chance, Dr. Bob. I 
want to get right.” Say! You 
can do Obie with a young 
man like that! 

I went to a little church down 
in Georgia to speak one Sunday 
morning—was just passing 
through the town. I walked into 
the church ang it was cold. A 
good crowd was there but the 
building was cold. There was just 
one small stove in the middle of 
the church, and there was no fire 


in it. JI said, “Why don’t you 
build a fire?” 
“Well,” the pastor said, ‘the 


thing smokes. It needs a damper. 
I have been trying to get the 
brethren to buy a damper. It 
woulq not cost but $1.50. But I 
couldn’t get anybody to do it.” 

Are you surprised that Jesus 
said, “The children of this world 
are in their generation wiser than 
I would 
have to cut wood to have bought 
a damper if I had been the pas- 
tor of that church. I would have 
taken in washing to have bought 
it. I would have gone out .and 
said, “‘Sister, I will wash the 
clothes this week; give me $1.50 
to buy a damper.” The hardest 
thing on earth is for a fellow to 
admit there is something wrong 
with him. 

Now you know that any man 
anywhere in the world who was 
any account at all could have 
made $1.50 or gotten it from 
somewhere in order to buy a 
damper to heat that church. Yet 
he blamed the official. board be- 
cause he did not have one. We

The prophet Jeremiah asked 
the people this solemn question, 
“Why trimmest thou thy way 
to seek love?”

That sort 
of compromise did not work in 
Jerusalem, and it will not. work 
in America. Churches, preach- 
ers, schools, and other organi- 
zations and groups of people 
have been trying that for a 
good many years in this. coun- 
try. While they have been try- 
ing this, wicked men have 
waxed worse and worse; and 
millions of . people have been 
eoing to hell and the blood of 
many of these millions can be 
found on the skirts of religious 
compromisers or religious trim- 
mers. We want our friends to 
know that while we do not 
claim to be perfect (and we 
have made many mistakes and 
blundered many times), there 
is one sin that we have not 
committed. As a minister of 
the Gospel, we have always 
preached the Truth as we un- 
derstood it regardless of the 
effect it might have on us fi- 
nancially or on our standing 
with people.

It takes a 
tremendous evangelistic em- 
phasis in an educational insti- 
tution with high academic 
standards if an educational in- 
stitution is to keep fervent and 
warm and soul winning in its 
thinking and plans. We are 
looking’ to the orthodox, evan- 
gelistically - minded Christian, 
people to help us get and to 
recommend to us the right kind 
of students.

That is true about evangelists. 
In spite of all the lying that has 
been done about evangelists, in 
spite of all the mean things that 
have been said about them, the 
men up and down this country 
who know them respect them, I 
never knew a man who knew 
Chapman who did not respect him. 
The same thing was true about 
Torrey ang Billy Sunday. The 
men who knew them, the men in 
the inner circle, respected them 
and knew that they were sincere 
and genuine. 

I was talking today with a 
man about a great preacher who 
is dead and gone. He was not a 
perfect man but the man who 
was talking to me had been close’ 
to him and he was telling me 
what wonderful traits of character 
he had.

The second reason people fail 
is that they cannot stand success. 

Jack Shuler, 

son, was converted on our campus. 
I never, shall forget the day Dr. 
Shuler was in our office and said 
to Bob, Jr., (knowing that Bob 
was unusually good in speech and 
knowing that we had a very won- 
derful speech department): ““They 
are trying to get Jack, my boy— 
talented boy that he is— in Holly- 
wood pictures.

I have 
been praying about it. I have an 
idea that I might be able to get 
him here in school and that if I 
did he might get right with God. 
I am going to toll him over here 
if you will take him.”

Neither one of us wanted 
Jack. We knew. him. We knew 
he was not right. We knew he 
was ambitious. We knew he was 
worldly. 

Dr. Shuler said, “In order to get 
him here in college, I am going 
to say, ‘Now, Jack, you are 
talented in speech. You are 
figuring on going into pictures. 
Your name is Shuler and if you 
go into pictures I would not want 
a Shuler to be a failure. I do not 
want you to go, but if you are 
going I want you to be good at 
it. I want you to go to Bob Jones 
College [it was then Bob Jones 


College, located at Cleveland, 
Tennessee] and take a _ good 
course. They have the best speech 


department in the United States. 
You can go there and take a 
major in speech. Then when you 
get through you will really be 
prepared if you are going to 
Hollywood.” 

Well, I looked at Bob again and 
Bob looked at me. Dr. Shuler 
was on our board and my good 


friend. We did not know what 
to do. But we said, “All right, 
Bob.” 


So Jack came: He was 2 tal- 
ented, handsome. young fellow. 
He was the meanest dispositioned 
young fellow I had ever seen in 
‘my life. He was not immoral. 
Morally he was clean. He was 
decent and all right im every par- 
ticular morally. But he was just 
of a mean disposition. 

One time I came back home 
and Bob said, ‘‘Dad, Jack Shuler 
has been converted.” 

I said, ‘I don’t believe it!” 

“Well,” he said, “wait until you 
see him!”

Jack, to my mind, is one of the 


has ever produced. I doubt if 
Billy Sunday had any greater ‘na- 
tive ability than Jack Shuler has. 
Some time ago Jack had a union 
meeting at Hattiesburg, Missis- 
Sippi, with over a thousand con- 
versions. He is only a young man. 
Ir said, “Jack, stay humble! Stay 
on your face before God. Jack, 
God has big things for you if you 
will stay humble!” 

He said, “Dr. Bob, I’m going to 
stay humble.” 

It is mighty harg-to stay hum- 
ble. But God does not use men 
when they are on their feet. He 
uses them. when they are on their 
faces. As I look back over the 
years I remember few men who 
could stay humble when they 
were being blessed of Almighty 
And religious bighead is 
the worst bighead I know about. 
So many people fail because they 
just cannot stand the blessing of 
God. 

I have thought of old Samson. 
You remember how he stood up 
and shook himself, but hag no 
strength. Haven’t you seen 
preachers get up and shake them- 
selves? There was the same old 
voice, the same old strut; but 
something was lacking. 

Somebody told me about one of 
the old prima donnas. Every once 
in a while, sitting in any circle, 
she would strike a certain note. 
She would. sit there a little while 
and*then strike another one. 
Somebody said, “Why do you do 
that 7” 

She said, “I want to be sure 
that I still have it.” 

I can’t think of anything as 
horrible as losing the pitch, not 
being able to strike the note. Oh, 
you will get old. You will have 
to help your leg up the steps. 
Your eyes may get dim. You may 
not have’ the golden tone that 
used to be there. But, brother, 
God meant for us to get sweeter 
and better as the years pass. He 
meant for us to keep the song in 
our hearts. Oh, I would rather 
die a thousand deaths and go on 
out into eternity than to have 
people say, “He has lost that 
something.” 

I am not talking about the fig- 
ure ‘of youth. That is not what 
I am talking about! 

There are some young men here 
this morning. God is looking 
over this country today for folks 
He can use. He is up against it. 
He is having a hard time finding 
them. Why don’t you be one of 
them ? 

Somebody said, “The world has 
yet to see what God could do 
with one man wholly given to 
Him.”

He put one hand on Europe and 
another hand on America and lift- 
ed those countries nearer to God 
than anybody who had lived for a 
hundred years. 

Young men, God is looking to- 
day for folks He can use. Get out 
of your head the idea of being a 
big man.

There are some 
advantages to not being too prom- 
inent. There are some advant- 
ages to fitting into a little corner 
somewhere. I know people in this 
country who could not be trusted 
by God Almighty with big things. 
They would not do them. Do not

Stand Defeat 

Another thing I have found is 
that most people cannot take de- 
feat. They just cannot stang it, 
just cannot take it. They are not 
willing to be failures or fools for 
Christ. They lose courage when 
defeat comes. 

I will tell you something else: 
many people are not willing to 
take the little thing. Sometimes 
preachers say to me, “Oh, I just 
have a little place over here. It 
is not much of a church.” Some} 
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of the best times I have ever had 
in my life have been in little 
places. 

I think I told you about going 
down to southeast Alabama where 
I was reared and seeing the little 
Church where I was converted, a 
plain, simple little church. Then 
I went around and found those 
little places where i usei_ to 
preach. I walked for miles in 
those days to make my own en- 
gagements. I used to go to peo- 
ple and say, “Will you let me 
preach in the schoolhouse here for 
a week?” Then I would walk to 
and from the meetings. And those 
were great days! 
things, but the sweetest time I 
ever had was in those days, There 
are now people in Heaven who 
were saved then. 

Listen, brethren, xo back home 
and hold some meetings! Pick 
a little place somewhere if you 
cannot get a bigger one. Listen! 
Don’t get ahead of Almighty God! 
I am suspicious of these men who 
will not preach if they cannot 
have a big place, ready prepared. 
[I never in my life knew one of 
them to last. 

There are some of these young. 
men in this country who meet 
God a few days in a prominent, 
spectacular position. They may 
come along alk right, but I do not 
remember any of them that have. 

Evan Roberts has never been 
heard of since the Welsh Revival. 
Clifford Lewis told me he was 
over there some time ago and 
went to see him. When I was a 
young preacher Evan _ Roberts’ 
name was on the front page of 
all the great religious papers of 
this country. He leaped up and 
then passed on. 

Bill Sunday went up and down 
this country, took only little meet- 
ings for years. For years he 
never got into the big places. He 
could not be pushed into the big 
places. Clayton Alexander told 
me how they tried to get him in 
Pittsburgh. He said, “I went to 
see Bill in some little Ohio town 
[I believe it was] and said, ‘Bill, 
we want, you in Pittsburgh.’ ”’ 

“Bill said, ‘I’m not big enough 
for that. I don’t want to go. 
Not me—I want to go to little 
places.’ ” 

Alexander said, “Now listen, 
Bill...” and they had to use tre- 
mendous pressure to get him 
there. 


Bill told me, “Bob, I didn’t want 
to go to the big places; I wanted 
to be in the little places where 
God could use me.” 

There are a lot of young fellows 
leaping up now. Some of them 
are getting big expense accounts. 
Now I am speaking in all kind- 
ness. I want to say to you 
brethren who have not been asso- 
ciated with evangelists that I 
never have known an evangelist 
who was selfish about money. 
You hear about the money these 
men get. The money they get 
never hurt a town. It is the big 
budgets that hurt the towns. I 
said to a friend of mine not long 
ago, “You were in a campaign in 
a certain town and the budget 
was $12,000. (They could not do 
any better with the budget. They 
were up against it a little.) You 
had two hundred or three hundred 
professed conversigpns. You had a 
great time. (This is a nice man 
I am talking about; he is my 
buddy.) But some day we will 
have a depression in this country. 
Somebody will say, ‘We would like 
to have a meeting.’ 


“‘*‘Well, how about getting So- 3 


and-So ?’ 
“Well, he was in a meeting in 
a certain place. We will write 


there and find out about it.’ 
“They will write there and find 
out that the budget was heavy 
and find out how many decisions 
there were. Then they will say,

costly.’ ” 

All my life I have kept my} 
budget down so that if a depres- 
sion came it would make no dif- 
ference, I never had big budgets 
in any campaigns I ever conduct- 
ed. This Chicago Arena campaign 
was not my budget. I would rath- 
er go to a church or get an aud- 
itorium that does not cost much 
money. It is not that people can- 
not pay it. It is not that one 
soul is not worth every bit of it. 
It is a matter of strategy. Bill 
Sunday could get away with it. 
You go and hold some meetings 
and keep the expense budget 
down. You can do it! You may 
have to build a tabernacle; some 
occasions are different . But keep 
your budget down. Hold expens- 
es down. Be careful about God’s 
money! 

One time at our school 
budget was running away with 
us. I went into the kitchen and 
spent two or three days. with 
the colored cook, cutting our 
kitchen budget. Brother, we are 
handling God’s money. It is all 
right for an evangelist to get 
whatever the people want to give

him. It is nobody’s business but 
his. If people give it to him, 
that is his business. But don’t 
waste God’s money. 


You young preachers, when you

- will have wonderfully victorious 
and happy Christians. 
It is clear, then, that every 
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‘Prayer 
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miracle, the working of the Holy 
Spirit of God, to save a soul. And 
any Christian who wants to win 
souls must, in the nature of the 
case, be in touch with God so 
he can call for God’s power and 
God’s wisdom and receive them. 


A Christian ought to learn to 
live by prayer every day. The 
Christian should depend not on 
his labor for his daily bread, but 


yet still the Christian’s depend- 
ence should be upon his heavenly 
Father. He should be able to 
pray for daily bread and get daily 
bread. He should be able to pray 
through any problem of- sickness, 
or problems of a job, or marriage, 
or friends, or Christian service, or 
temptation. You see, “‘Prayer is 
the Christian’s vital breath,’ and 
no one can live a good Christian 
life without being constantly in 
touch with God and on praying 
ground. 


I am not surprised, therefore, 
that the new converts at Pente- 
eost continuted stedfastly § in 
prayer, as we are told in the Bible 
that they did. And everywhere 
you find Christians who continue 
stedfastly in prayer, along with 
prayerful meditation and ‘the fol- 
lowing of the Word of God, you 


Christian ought to pray every day. 
In fact, in the. Lord’s Prayer, 
given as our example, the Lord 
Jesus told us to pray, “Give us this 
day our daily bread.” So we know 
that one should pray somewhat 
after that fashion every day. 


2. Regular Times for Prayer 

And prayer is So important that 
it should have some regular time, 
a time that would have priority, a 
time that would be remembered 
and honored daily.. We think that 
eating is important enough to set 
apart regular times each day for 
eating. Sleeping is regarded as 
important enough that we set 
aside certain hours for sleeping. 
A job is counted important enough 
that a man is supposed to reserve 
certain hours, arriving on time 
and working through the full 
shift of his day. Then you may 
be sure, dear Christian, that you 
would be wise to religiously set 
aside certain times and seasons 
to pray and seek God’s face every 
day. 

Let me suggest also that the, 


best times to pray. “Those that 
seek me early shall find me,” the 
Lord has said in His Word (Prov. 
8:17).- Then we have the blessed 
example of our Saviour who 
prayed early in the morning. “And 
in the morning, rising up a great 
while before day, he went out, and 
departed into a solitary place, and 
there prayed” (Mark 1:35). Multi- 
tudes of Christians have found 
that to meet God early in the day 
and take time for prayer would 
make the whole day sweeter and 
would prevent many a heartache 
and many a careless sin. 


3. Praying Without Ceasing 

It is true that to have regular 
times of prayer is good. I hope 
the new convert will have a 
“morning watch” with the Lord 
regularly, before’ breakfast, if 
possible, or immediately after 
breakfast. But that is not enough 
praying for a Christian. For the 
Bible has many clear cOmmands, 
teaching that one should pray 
continually and that prayer should 
get to be second nature to the 
Christian. One should become so 
conscious of the Lord’s presence 
that he will be crying out to God 
about certain burdensome matters 
or about the salvation of souls or 
be in sweet communion with God 
about the Lord’s work or the 
Christian’s needs, all the time. 
Notice these clear commands of 
Scripture: 


“And he spake a parable unto 
them to this end, that men ought 
always to pray, and not to faint.” 
—Luke 18:1. 

“...continuing instant in pray- 
er.”—-Rom. 12:12. 

“Continue in prayer, and watch 
in the same with thanksgiving.” 
—Col. 4:2. 

“Praying always with all pray- 
er and supplication in the Spirit, 
and watching- thereunto with all 
perseverance and supplication for 
all. saints.”—-Eph. 6:18. 

“Pray without ceasing.” —I 
Thess. 5:17. 

Here we have five clear state- 
ments that agChristian ought to 
pray all the time! So when a 
Christian comes to prayer and 
says, “Heavenly Father, we come 
into.Thy presence this morning . 
.. ” Jt may mean ‘hat the Chris- 
tian is wrong in not having re- 
mained in the Lord’s presence, 
consciousty, all the time! 

Nothing can be sweeter than to 
pray all the time. <A Christian 
ought to get to bé conscious of the 
dear Lord’s presence so that every- 
thing that is done is done as in

Let me earnestly urge, then, 
upon the Christian who wants to 
be happy, who wants to be 
blessed, who wants to be pros- 
pered, that he pray all the time 
and make prayer the biggest 
thing in his life. 


4. Some Suggestions About 

: How to Pray 

Let me suggest some very sim- 
ple rules that may be helpful to 
those who want to learn to pray 
as they ought. 

First, remember that you are 
coming te your loving heavenly 
Father. I would try to learn 
never to speak about God in the 
third person while in prayer. 
Talk to God, not about God. You 
do not need to sav, “We want God 
to be with us.’”’ You should be 
able to say, “Dear heavenly Fath- 
er, please be with me!” As that 
truth becomes~»real to you, that 
God is now your Father and that 
you are now His child, that you 
are His heir, that God who has 
given His Son for you will give 
anything else that is good for you, 
then surely it will be easier. and 
sweeter to pray. Oh, come boldly. 
You are speaking to your own dear 
Father in Heavent 

Second, every Christian should 
remember that Christ, the same 
dear Lord Jesus who died on the 
cross to save us, is now at the 
right hand of the Father in Heav- 
en, and there He intercedes for 
us. He is our. Advocate, our 
Mediator, our Intercessor. He 
stands as our High Priest before 
God so that we know He takes 
our part, ang that ought to give 
us great comfort as we come to 
pray. 

In Hebrews 4:14-16 the Lord 
urges us to be bold when we 
come to pray, since we know that 
the Lord Jesus is there to take 
our part and He understands our 
weaknesses and has made atone- 
ment for our sins. Listen to 
that blessed promise and make it 
yours, young Christiana 

“Seeing then that we have a 
great high priest, that is passed 
into the heavens, Jesus the Son of 
God, let us holq fast our profes- 
sion. For we have not an high 
priest which cannot be touched 
with the feeling of our infirmi- 
ties; but was in all points tempt- 
ed like as we are, yet without 
sin. Let us therefore come bold- 
ly unto the throne of grace, that 
we may obtain mercy, and find 
grace to help in time of. need.’’— 
Heb. 4:14-16. 

Remember that there is mercy, 
wonderful mercy for you, to cover 
all your sins! Remember that 
the Lord Jesus knows about your 
infirmities and can be touched in 


|His dear heart with the feeling 


of your need, your trouble, and 
your weakness. Though He Him- 
self never sinned, yet He was 
tempteg as much as you and like 
you are about anything. 

“Let us therefore come boldly 
to the throne of Grace,” we are 
entreated. There you may find 
mercy and you may find grace to 
help in any time of need. 

Third, remember that a Chris- 
tion has a right to take every 
burden he hag to the Lord. We 
have this blessed exhortation, 
“Casting all your care upon him; 
for he careth for you” (I, Pet. 
5:7). We have the blessed invi- 
tation, “Cast thy burden upon 
the Lord, and he shall sustain 
thee” (Psa. 55:22). Do not think 
any burden too heavy and do not 
think any problem too’ trivial to 
bring to God. He wants to bear 
your burden. He wants you to 
trust Him about all your prob- 
lems. Come, dear Christian, to 
your heavenly Father and so have 
your burden lifted and be happy. 


In Philippians 4:6, 7 we are 


‘}commanded, “Be careful for noth- 


ing; but in everything by prayer 
and supplication with thanksgiv- 
ing let your requests be made 
known unto God.” “In every 
thing!”

Fourth, I would encourage you, 
dear Christian, to claim God's 
promises when you pray. You 
should learn them, mark them in 
your. Bible, review them again 
and again. Such promises as 
Jeremiah 33:3, as John 14:18, 14, 
as Mark 11:24, as Mark 9:23. 
Learn the blessed promise of 
James 4:2, of Matthew 18:19 and 
Matthew 21:22. God has many, 
many promises and He wants 
you to know them, believe them 
and claim them. And when you 
go to pray you will be perfectly 
Safe to quote any of these prom- 
ises to God. For when you meet 
God’s promise you can certainly 
expect Him to meet His own part 
as. He has said He would. Remem- 
ber that praying according to the 
will of God means praying ac- 
cording to the Scriptures. And 
how successful that praying is, 
praying according to the Scrip- 
tures! 

Fifth, be as definite as: possible. 


Why not keep a little record book 


of specially urgent prayers? Put 
down the date when you made the 
request of God, and keep. on 
praying; then put down the date 
when the answer comes right 
beside or under the request. Now 
and then you would do well to 
weigh the desires of your heart 
until you can write down on 
paper briefly a list of the things 
that you honestly come to God 
in petition for. -That will help 


; to make. your prayers definite. 


Do not keep the same list every 
day but amend it and change it 
as your heart’s desire grows or 
is molded by the leading of the 
Holy Spirit, or as some answers 
come and other burdens arise 
which need prayer.

That shows how Christians should 
beg God and plead with God and 
wait on God to receive bread for 
sinners, soul-winning power. So 
do not give up easily, but keep 
on praying. If God shows you 
that your prayer is wrong, then 
ask Him to help you change it. 
But as: long as you do not have 
clear evidence from the Word of 
God or by the Holy .Spirit’s lead- 
ing that your prayer is wrong, 
then keep on praying. Ask God 
to change your desires if your 
prayer is wrong, or to give you 
faith to expect the blessing you 
seek if your prayer is right. Keep 
off praying! 

Seventh, when you come. to 
pray, be sure to confess your sins. 
Any honest child of God who stays 
near the Lord will find his heart 
grows very sensitive and tender 
about his sins. Oh, these hateful 
sins that creep into our lives! 
They grieve God; they will grieve 
us, too, if we stay very near Him 
and His Word. So take time to 
confess your shortcomings, your 
failures, take time to _ confess 
everything you know grieves God 
in your life.

We Fail Because We Have 
No Burden : 


I have known many people to 
fail because they had no burden. 
Do you know the solution to your 
prayer problem? A_ burdened 
heart is your solution. If you 
have. a burden you do not have 
any trouble about praying. A lot 
of people did not think Bill Sun- 
day prayed much. fi never shall 
forget riding in a car with him. 
He would say, “O God, help me!” 
As he rode along he would talk 
to Jesus as if He were right there. 

I knew Sam Small down South 
very well. He was_ associated 
with Sam Jones. I remember one 
time I was riding along with 
him and said, “Brother Sam, peo- 
ple tell me that Sam Jones did 
not. pray a great deal.” 

He said, “Don’t you ever _ be- 
lieve it! I have known that man 
to get so burdened that he could 
not sleep for days.” A _ burden! 
You will pray if you get burdened. 
You can’t help it. If your loved 
One is sick and you are about to 
lose him, you will pray. If you 
get burdened about souls, you will 
pray. 

A doctor in Chattanooga, Ten- 
nessee, told me years ago of an 
experience they had in that town 
when Sam Jones was there. He 
said, “Sam Jones was holding a 
meeting here. He was fighting 
liquor and everything else. Some 
of our members had stock in the 
liquor business. .Chattanooga was 
in a bad condition spiritually. The 
pastors got concerned, went to 
see Sam Jones and told him they 
Were going to close the meeting. 
Big crowds were coming but 
there were no results. 

“Sam said, ‘All right, I'll see 
about that. You may close this 
meeting, but I am going to stay 
here until my work is done.’ 

“Sam went to his room and 
prayed all day. That night he 
came to the service. A _ great 
erowd was there. Sam in his own 
unique way said words that went 
right to the hearts of the peo- 
ple—bitter, hard, driving words. 
Then after while in his eloquent 
way [ang nobody else could ever 
be as eloquent as he was] he took 
the crowd up, up and up. I found 
myself standing. I tried to pull 
myself together, looked around 
and found the whole crowd stand- 
ing. I do not know when I got 
up or when anybody else got up. 
Sam Jones called the crowd to 
repentance and that whole crowd 
moved forward. I never saw any- 
thing like it. I got as near as I 
could. Everybody began to cry 
for mercy. And a revival broke 
out.” A burden will do it! 

If I were going to»make my con- 
fession his morning I would con- 
fess that I am ashamed that I 
have not prayed more in my life. 
I feel guilty every time I hear a 
man like Dr. Rice preach. I sup- 
pose I am just different from a 
lot of people. I pray on_ the 
streetcar, pray on the _ train— 
pray anywhere. But this thing of 
spending hours in agony as some 
men do-—lI have never done that 
much. But I never had a great 
service that I did not get to, where 
I felt I was going to die if God 
didn’t help me. I have walked 
into the pulpit many a time when 
I felt that I-just could not stand 
it if God diq not do something. 
This is no playful job we are in! 

You and I owe a burden of debt, 
the heaviest burden in the world. 
We owe the gospel to lost men. 
And you cannot preach it and do 
the job for God if you do not feel 
the burden. 

You can be what God. wants 
you to be...I can be what God 
wants me to be. Some of us may 
be a little more prominent than 
othera, but if you are what God 
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as any other man in the world. 


man than being what God wants 
you ‘to be? 
man’s being jealous of another 
man if he is whet God wants him 
to be? If you are in the place 
God put you and are doing the 
job God gave you, is there any- 
thing bigger than that? “I had 
rather be a doorkeeper in the 
|}house of my God, than to dwell 
in the tents of wickedness” (Psa.

People 
tell me that a person can go on 
sc long that it is hard to turn 
loose.. I wonder if Paul did not 
report for duty up in Heaven. I 
do not know what he is doing up 
there but I do not think Heaven 
would be quite the sweet place 
that I expect if I had to sit down 
forever. It is wonderful to be in 
the will of God. 

We Can Do What We Ought 
to Do if We Are in Fellow- 
ship With God 

I hope you are not out of fel- 
lowship with Him this morning. 
Did you know that we preachers 
can get out of fellowship with 
Him? “If we walk in the light, 
as he is in the light, we have 
fellowship one with another...” 
I have fellowship with Christ and 
Christ has feHowship with me. 
We have fellowship with other 
Christians, too; but we have fel- 
lowship with Christ and He has 
fellowship with us. 

I remember one time when my 
son was just a little fellow I had 
been away from home. When I 
got home Mrs. Jones said to me, 
“Tt can’t control Bob. He is just 


unmanageable. I tried every kind 
of punishment. I shut him up in 
a closet. I have whipped him— 


I have done everything. About a 
week ago I lost him . I looked all 
over the place but could not find 
him. Eventually he showed up. 
That night I sent him to bed 
without kissing him goodnight. 
He has been an angel for a week. 
But he broke out again today. I 
have told him that he would have 
to go to bed without being kissed 
good night.” 

“Well,” I said, “you don’t mean 
me? 
so long I’ve got to kiss him good 
night.” ; 

She said, “No, you must not. 
You must stick by me. You are 
out preaching and I am trying to 
bring him up the best I can. When 
bed time comes you must not kiss 
him good night.” 

“All right,” I said. 

So I played with him all I could 
during the day. That night he 
got ready for bed. He put onrhis 
nighties and stuck his little 
cherub face through a crack in 
the door. He said, ‘Good night, 
Mother; good night, Daddy.” 

We said, “Good night.” 

Then I heard him crying in 
there as he said his prayer. I 
never shall forget it. He said, 
“I’m sorry I was a bad boy. Jesus, 
I don’t know what makes me bad. 
I don’t want to be bad. [I wanted 
to go and give him a theological 
explanation, but I didn’t dare.] I 
am sorry I didn’t mind Mother. 
Daddy is just home and I was a 
bad boy the first day he was here. 
I am sorry!” I sat there and 


cried. It did not seem to worry 
Mrs. Jones; I never understood 
it. 


And it was the strangest thing 
—I never have understood it. 
After we went to bed she went to 
sleep. I couldn’t sleep to save 
my life. About two o’clock in the 


morning I eased out of our room 
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I’ve been away from home| 


(She was sound asleep) and eas- 
eq into his room. #His little bed 
was near the window and the 
moonlight was shining in his face. 
It does not matter what they 
have done in the daytime, they 
are always such angels when they 
‘are asleep! I -got down by his 
bed and watched him, Every 
once in a while he would sob. 
After a while 1 reached over and 
kissed him all I wanteg to. My 
son is thirty-seven years old and 
I have never told him this. I 
have never told it in his pres- 
ence. He has never heard it un- 
less somebody took it to him. 


As I knelt there that night I 
looked through my blinding tears 
to the sky toward God. I said, 
“God, you are my Father. Does 
it hurt You like this when I am 
out of fellowship? Do you feel 
bad like Ido? My son can sleep,

but I cannot sleep.” 

Then it occurred te me that 
what God wants of you and me 
as Christians is to have fellow- 
ship with Him. That night I 
realized what it meant when He 
said, “Go ye therefore, and teach 
all nations .. . and, lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of 
the world [age].” Let’s not_hurt 
Him. Let’s keep our.  fellow- 
ship sweet! 


Men and women, thé older I 
get the more clearly I realize 
that if I do not live it, it does 
not do any good to talk it. Let’s 
live it! Let us—we who are here 
at this conference--dedicate our- 
selves anew to Him that we may 
be anointed and that our fellow- 
ship may be unbroken.” 

PRAYER: Blessed Jesus, in 
this little. wandering talk this 
morning we hope we have done 


some good. We make so many ~ 


mistakes and so many failures. 
We have blundered and stumbled 
and fallen. We have had our 
ups and downs. But You have 
never let us down through all the 
years.

Help us to be what we 
ought to be. Help us, each one, 
to be what You want us te be.

I am, Lord, I’ll be what You want 
me to be. I'll go where You want . 


me to go. I'll do what You want 
me to do. Have Thy way with 
me, Lord. Break me, shape me, 
molq me; do with me and through 


me whatever Thy will is for my- 


life.” May we never be the same 
after this hour.
